Tho old 'juetllon, "Why does » wi> 
man keep you walling?" has boen solv- 
ml. Johns Ilopklna irnlverslfy pay 
chologists announce. 

A a< rlos of .tests Involving t.ORt 
students equally divided between 
men and women in ^even rollogds 
selm'ted throughout tho country, have 
shown, (lie announcement says, that 
women as a rule show nearly 100 per 
cent, error In estimating how long It 
win take them to drftiis for an rngagi- 
ment. or perform any task. Men show 
an aveingo of 40 per cent, error. 

On tho other hand, while tho women 
were wide of tho mark hi estimating 
time, it was shown that in following 
Instructions they were a* accurate as 
tho men and inoro careful. 

Ono test Itad tho subjects ait still 
for a minute and a half and thpn osti- 
mate the time. Women’s estimates 
rangeil from a few* seconds to 10 min¬ 
utes. The most Incorrect estimate by 
a man was three and one-half mlnutea. 

The ratios held true In estimating 
time of lectures, letter writing, dress- 
lug. »?atlnK’and a wide variety of other 
tests. 

The ceiichislon of Dr. Isabel Stewart, 
directing the testa, is: 

"Men estimate more accurately. 
The Innrcurarles of women are pre¬ 
dominantly underesilmatfMl, imply¬ 
ing that time really seems shorter 
to women than to men.” 


Many Motorists Are Oblivious of 
Common Courtosy and Safety 

If the wilier of a recent artlch* In 
an automobile Journal Is correct 
many motor accidents are caused by 
what he calls **self hypnotism” on the 
part of tho drivers, and he strengthens 
hU case by relating several accidents 
lu iH)lnt. According to Ms theory, in 
some m>iterlous way the motion of 
the rapidly traveling car deadens the 
senses at the ^ery time when they 
should be unusually alert. lie do* 
claree that he haa himself observed 
an i-\i>4>rt chauffeur permit his car to 
crash head on Into another car ap¬ 
proaching from the opposite direction, 
though he had his eyes wfde open and 
to all appoaranc«» hU attention was In 
no way distracted from the Job of 
driving. Whatever of truth may be 
In this lh»H»ry, the fact remains that 
an increasing number of motorists 
St em oblivious to the requirements of 
the law and common courtesy and 
safet) when operating their cars.

It is believed 
that there is plenty of good quality 
of seed in the province to fill all 
demands, l)ut it is important that 
farmers make certain of the quali¬ 
ty of their seed before seeding. 
Those wlio have not made arrang* 
ments for eeed or who have not 
seed available may secure high 
quality seed through the provincial 
marketing plant at Edmonton.

entertainments of various kinds, as 
well as motor tours to Versailles 
and Fontainebleau. 

Conducted by Justice Surveyer. 
the body of tourists will travel to 
Cherbourg on the Canadian Pacific 
liner Empress of Scotland and will 
return on the C.P. liner Melita. 

Arriving at Cherbourg on June 
2, the travellers will go to Bayeux, a 
quaint Norman town, famous the 
world over for its ancient cathedral, 
which dates back to the Roman pe¬ 
riod. From there the students will 
go to Caen, where is situated the 
Church of St. Stephen, built by Wil¬ 
liam the Conqueror. Alencon and 
afterwards Tours, “The Garden City 
of France," are to be visited.
